A 
FTER our visit to Grand Pre, and its surrounding country, we turned 
our car westward, bound for Digby. Everywhere we seemed to be in 
Hie midst of apple trees r-for miles and miles they extend like the orange 
tree* that you see in Florida and California. It wa3 a revelation to me. 
What a deal more one learns from traveling! 
One of these orchards, owned by Sam Chute, of Berwick, Kings Co., 
lr said to have produced 28,000 barrels of apples in a single year and I am 
told is the largest apple orchard in the world, 
It is impossible to adequately describe a country like this for every­ 
where there are points of interest. Each village has its historical back­ 
ground, and traditions have found their place in both song and story that 
have traveled the world over. 
A visit to Annapolis Royal, however, is more than worth while. It 
was here that the first permanent European settlement was made in 
America in 1604. The town was first named ‘‘Port Royal” by the French 
Many might be the books of thrills and adventure, as well as of romance 
and tragedy, that this old town might supply by way of true story 
tradition. 
The town itself is most intriguing with its winding main street and 
hills and lovely lookout across the hovering waters. But dominating all 
Is the old Fort Anne and its museum, once the quarters for officers, both 
in a fine state of preservation. 
It was wonderfully absorbing to see the many gathered relics of both 
v ar and peace, that are so well displayed in the old Fort, but to me the 
ones meaning the most were those relating to the home of the Acadians. 
The crude working instruments, the equipment for the open fire, the fur­ 
niture and the dishes used by those simple, peace-loving folk gave me a 
great thrill. 
Time again did this town change hands and not until 1710 did it be­ 
come the permanent possession of the English, when the Lily of France 
fluttered down from the staff of the Old Fort. For the 40 years that fol­ 
lowed, Annapolis Royal was the capital of Nova Scotia and the seat of its 
government. 
Following our afternoon at this absorbing town, we again took the 
road and journeyed Just a little nearer home, arriving at the glorious 
Basin of Digby with its quaint town, and then circling the bay we reached 
the very beautiful hotel, where we unpacked our car for a few days of 
rest before taking our boat to New York.

BACK TO PERU 


Ex-president Is Facing Trial 
By Junta For “Mis­ 
deeds.” 


Lima, Peru, Aug. 28 (AP'.—Ex- 
President Augusta B. Leguia was a 
prisoner Tuesday, in custody of the 
military Junta that took over power 
in Lima after his resignation. 
He 
was surrendered at 4 a. rn. by the 
officers of 
the cruiser Almirante 
Grau, on which he 
took 
refuge 
Monday with the Intention of seek­ 
ing safety aboard. 
According to official statement, 
the Almirante Grau left anchorage 
near Lorenzo Island about I o’clock 
Tuesday morning. 
The officers in­ 
tended ta land the former president 
at some foreign port. 
C’rusier Yields To Threats 
The cruiser steamed out about 
twelve miles. Then a wireless from 


the Junta was received threatening 
the officers with court-martial if 
they did not return within forty- 
eight hours. 
The cruiser put back ta Callao 
harbor, wirelessing that she would 
surrender. 
News of the ‘ surrender” was pub­ 
lished in La Prenso, the official 
newspaper. 
It said that officers of 
the 
Almirante 
Grau 
did 
not 
recognize the military Junta but de­ 
cided 
to Hbide by the national 
movement, following the ultimatum 
sent them by the Junta ‘‘in view of 
their obstituted attitude." 
Ultimatum Sent 
The decree containing the ulti­ 
matum against the cruiser was pub­ 
lished Tuesday morning.

that in view of the fact that “all the 
troops in the republic are obeying 
the junta” if the officers and crew 
did not surrender within forty-eight 
hours the ship would be captured or 
sunk and the officers dismissed and 
prosecuted.
